1991 11-6-1 
During her first nine seasons, the 1992 12-7-1 
Sea Gulls qualified for the NCAA 1993 7-9-0 
gpg” Tournament eight times, with three 1994 12-7-0 
appearances in the Final Four. The program has 1995 13-6-0 
produced 16 national all-Americans and 42 all-Region 1996 15-3-0 
players. SSU’s 126-54-8 record under Chamberlin TOTAL 126-54-8 


translates to a winning percentage of .653. 


Additionally, Chamberlin, who reached the 100 career victories milestone with a 
2-0 win over St. Mary’s in 1995, has been honored as the CFHCA South Region 
Coach of the Year three of the last six years. She was also named Capital Athletic 
Conference Coach of the Year in 1995 and 1996. 


Chamberlin is a 1985 graduate of the University of lowa, where she was a four- 
year letterwinner on the highly successful field hockey team. The Hawkeyes won 
the Big 10 championship outright from 1981-83, before sharing the top spot in 
1984. The ’84 squad finished second in the nation. Chamberlin, lowa’s co-captain 
as both a junior and senior, was also a member of the national indoor champion- 
ship team and was selected to the all-Big 10 team during her senior year. 


While at lowa, she also received the Women’s Intercollegiate Athletic Academic 
Award (1982-85) and the Physical Education Academic Achievement Award 
(1983-85). Chamberlin, who also coaches the SSU women’s lacrosse team in the 
spring, earned her Master of Education from Salisbury State in 1987 and is 
currently working toward her doctorate. She served as SSU’s assistant coach for 
field hockey in 1985 and 1986 before becoming the head coach in 1987.

A Tradition of Success National 
All-Americans 
Since 1987 


During the past decade, Salisbury State has emerged 
as one of the premier field hockey programs among

The Sea Gulls notched 10 consecutive winning Stacie Gado 


seasons from 1983 to 1992, and finished in the top 
10 in the final rankings in each of those seasons. SSU 
has achieved at least 11 wins in 12 of the last 14 
seasons. In Dawn Chamberlin’s nine seasons as head 
coach, the Sea Gulls have averaged 12.3 wins per 
year, and have finished third in the nation twice. 


Quality programs are comprised of talented individu- 
als, and the Sea Gulls have certainly had their fair 
share in recent years. Salisbury State is well repre- 
sented on the national and regional all-star teams 
each season. During Chamberlin’s first nine seasons, 
the Gulls produced 16 national All-Americans and 
had a total of 42 players selected to the all-South 
Region team. Additionally, Chamberlin has been 
honored as the region’s Coach of the Year in both 
1990 and 1991. 


SSU’s NCAA History 


The Gulls capped the 1995 season by earning their 11th invitation to the NCAA 
Tournament in the last 12 years. Salisbury defeated Ohio Wesleyan 2-1 in the first 
round before falling 3-2 in overtime to Eastern Mennonite in the regional final. 
SSU qualified for the NCAA Championship nine straight times from 1984-92 and 
has returned to the postseason field again in 1994 and 1995 after missing out in 
1993. The Sea Gulls have won at least one postseason game every season in 
which they have participated, except in 1985. SSU is 18-11 all-time in NCAA 
tournament games, including an impressive 10-1 in first round games. 


Postscript: SSU earned its 12th NCAA bid in 1996 while finishing 15-3 overall.

Senior—Forward 

Drexel Hill, PA-Haverford HS 

The top returning scorer who will lead a potentially explosive offense in 1996...Led the 
Gulls with nine goals, six assists and 24 total points in 1995...Earned first team all-America 
honors in 1995 after earning third team honors as a sophomore in 1994...Was also named 
to the first team all-South Region and all-Capital Athletic Conference squads in 1995...Serv- 
ing as a team captain. 


Postscript: Fatz was named CAC Player of the Year in 1996. 


Stacie Gado 

Senior-Back 

Franklin, NjJ-Wallkill Valley Regional HS 

Serves as the anchor on the Sea Gull defense...A three-year starter who earned third team 
all-America honors in 1995...Also joined Fatz on the all-South Region and all-Capital 
Athletic Conference first teams in 1995...A rare two-sport all-American at Salisbury State 
who also excels in track & field...She finished second in the nation in the javelin in 1995. 


Kristin Scarola 

Senior-Back 

Hockessin, DE-Alexis |. DuPont HS 

Moves to the backline this season after playing primarily in the midfield during her Sea Gull 
career...Registered one assist in 1995 and enters her final season with two career assists...A 
highly motivated athlete who works hard on conditioning year-round...Will team with Gado 
to help lead a formidable Sea Gull defensive unit in 1996. 


Jen Sites 

Senior-Forward 

Gettysburg, PA-Gettysburg HS 

A three-year letterwinner who adds further scoring punch to a strong forward line this 
season...Enters the year with 11 career goals, three assists and 25 total points...scored the 
game-winning goal in overtime to defeat Plymouth State in SSU’s 1995 Sunfest 
Tournament...Also tallied a goal in the 3-0 shutout win over local rival Washington College.

An explosive player with outstanding stick skills...One of the fastest players on the team 
whose aggressive style puts a lot of pressure on opposing defenses...Finished with six goals 
and one assist in 1995 and enters this season with 17 career goals and 35 total points...A 
first team all-Conference and second team all-Region selectee in 1995.

Returns for her second year as the starting goalie in 1996 after enjoying a stellar 1995 
campaign...Earned first team all-South Region and all-Capital Athletic Conference honors in 
1995...Finished the year with eight shutouts and a .905 saves percentage...Her 163 total 
saves ranks as the second highest single-season total in team history.
